School  Report. 


The  report  of  schools  will  be  the  Inst  rend  .and  the  least  noticed 
of  anything  in  llio  Town  Officers'  lb-port.  But  let  us  for  a  moment 
dismiss  questions  of  the  laucied  extravagances  and  misdoings  of 
somebody  or  the  dishonesty  of  our  neighbors  in  their  charge*  ior 
work  on  the  highway  ami  consider  this  question. 

According  to  ihe  law  last  pa»t,  the  c«»t  of  repairing  schoollwnscfl 
is  paid  from  the  t«»wn  fund,  instead  of  the  school  fund  as  heretofore. 
At  each  Match  election,  there  should  be  an  article  in  the  wan  nut  to 
see  how  much  money  the  town  will  appropriate  for  such  repairs. 
Last  year,  through  some  oversight,  no  such  article  appeared;  col  BC- 
queiitly,  no  lands  were  raised  for  that  purpose.  It  was  unavoidably 
necessary  to  make  some  repairs ;  consequently,  there  is  a  dcliciency 
to  be  ma  le  up  this  year. 

There  arc  in  tov\n  eight  schoolhouscs  outside  of  the  villa.c  to 
Keep  in  repair  suitable  for  use,  and  they  will  all  need  something  laid 
out  on  them  this  year,  but  some  of  them  Hot  v<  ry  much.  Tne  l'ri- 
mary  school  house  needs  some  r«  pairs  to  make  it  suitable  to  accom- 
modate  between  seventy  and  eighty  pupils.  The  High  school  build- 
ing, by  the  conditions  under  which  it  was  deeded  to  the  town,  also 
needs  a  considerable  sum  hi  id  out  on  it.  And  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  already  exists  a  dclieiency  in  tins  fund  of  8161  ti:>,  your 
committee  recommend  that  the  tow  n  appropriate  $500  tor  the  in  pair 

of  BclloolhoUSeS  at  the  coining  election. 

Some  of  the  text  books  are  getting  the  worse  for  wear,  especially 
those  which  have  been  in  continual  use  during  the  live  years  silicQ 
their  introduction.  The  good  of  tic  schools  seem  to  dcillUllil  that 
some  of  ihe  books,  and  especially  the  geographies,  hi  changed  lot 
something  more  mod  I'll.  The  one  now  in  u-e  requires  ol  the  i  itpils, 
and  more  especially  the  yOUIIg<  r  ones,  a  great  deul  Ol  dull  and  unnec- 
essary labor  to  ncqiiiro  what  can  readily  be  obtained  fioma  b  ok 

whenin  the  subject  is  presented  in  a  more  Ki  III  pie  and  attractive  niau- 

uor,  thuroby  causing  n  wa>tc  ol  energy  wlrfch  <  ould  l»o  more  profita- 
bly employed  in  the  pursuit  of  ►onie  other  study.   The  (geographies 

ire  badly  Worn  and  it  will  be  net-ess. try  to  purchase  a  considerable 
number  Of  new  ones  anyway,  ami  it  would  not  bo  very  much  in  re 
expensive  10  exchange  them  than  to  buy  the  new  ones  of  the  edition 
now  in  USe. 

At.  the  beginning  of  the  school  last  spring,  it  was  found  necessa- 
ry tO  expend  U   inilcTl   larger  amount  for  tr\t    books   lhan    IV  OS  CX- 

peeti  d.  thereby  causing  a  deficiency  in  that  fund.  There  was 
raised  last  year  8l2o  for  the  purchase  of  text  hooks.  There 
CZltti'd  at  that     time    a  delieienc)    of    §70  There    has  been 

expended  for  text  books  during  the  year,  $22\  62.  There  has  been 
received  for  sale  and  n  ul  of  nooks  $4.46,  making  a  deficiency  at  the 

pnseill  lime  Of  $168.01.  In  view  of  the  above  facts,  the  committee 
recommend  the  town  to  apprjpriate  $:J00  at  their  next  election  for  the 
purchase  of  text  books. 
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The  pupils  have  been  very  regular  in  their  attendance  and  the 
teachers  have  been  thorough  and  conscientious  in  their  work,  and  ev- 
erything considered,  the  schools  in  town  are  in  a  far  more  flattering 
condition  than  a  year  ago. 

At  the  last  enumeration  there  were  in  town  387  pupils,  a  falling 
off  for  year  of  54.  There  have  been  nine  schools  of  thirty  weeks 
each  and  one  term  of  ten  weeks  in  the  Dodlin  district.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  this  school  wa>  sadly  in  need  of 
both  text  books  and  apparatus.  The  former  lias  been  supplied  for 
the  present,  the  latter  only  so  far  as  was  absolutely  unavoidable  to 
make  the  particular  studies  to  any  degree  valuable  to  the  students. 
There  have  been  three  terms  of  school.  The  expense  of  spring 
term  of  ten  weeks  was  taken  from  the  common  school  fund  and  was 
taught  by  Fred  O.  Small  of  Brunswick.  The  expense  of  the  fall  and 
winter  terms  was  taken  from  the  High  School  fund  The  former 
was  taught  by  W.  J.  Hideout  of  Charleston,  the  latter  by  W.  H. 
Tibbetts  of  Corinth.  Miss  Viola  Piper  of  Starke  has  very  efficiently 
served  as  assistant  throughout  the  year.  The  teachers  have  per- 
formed their  part  thoroughly  and  the  pupils  have  seemed  to  work 
well  in  the  right  direction  and  considered  from  every  point  the 
school  has  been  a  success.
